Following the ceremony, the Park 
will turn into a virtual playground, 
featuring carnival rides, food and 
game booths, and contemporary 
music. 
Ryon Park will remain the center 
of attention during the weekend, 
with the carnival and booths staying 


open until late Sunday. In addition,

both Saturday and Sunday.

MacGillivray letter 
urges Reagan to 
take shuttle lead 


Assemblyman W. Don MacGillivray of Santa Barbara today fired 
oft a letter to Gov. Ronald Reagan beseeching him to take “ the active 
leadership position needed" to obtain the launch and recovery portion 
of the space shuttle program. 
“ Your public leadership in selling California is needed." the 
Republican assemblyman wrote. “ There exists a nagging feeling 
among many people that some sort of deal has already been made 
regarding the location of the launch and recovery site." 
MacGillivray pointed out that the Space Shuttle Launch and 
Recovery Committee, under the direction of Thomas Love of Newhall 
Land and Farming Company, have completed research and need to 
produce two brochures, one on the national need for the system and 
the other on the advantages of locating the system at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base and Edwards Air Force Base. 
"However, they have not received the financial support necessary 
to support and distribute this literature," the legislator wrote. "Your 
enthusiastic support is needed to provide this emphasis." 
MacGillivrav's letter continues: "Considering the crving need for 
employment in the state, and the aggravated situation that will result 
in the central coast area if more personnel are laid off at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base. I beseech you to take the active leadership position 
needed from the Governor of our great state. President Nixon should 
be held to his public statement that California and the Pacific 
Northwest will be given first consideration for any new program 
MacGillivray told the governor that California faces a powerfully 
entrenched NASA bureaucracy in Florida. 
“ The technical and scientific arguments for location in California 
are as solid as for any other location." he continued. "The advantages 
ol polar orbits, good weather conditions, and skill manpower available 
make California a logical site. "

The Chicago Sun-Times printed a 
story in its editions today saying 
President John F. Kennedy sent 
Vice President Lyndon B. Johnson 
to Saigon in May. 1961. to persuade 
South Vietnam to request U.S. 
ground troops.

copyrighted story was taken in part 
trom the Pentagon report and in 
part from other documents. The

In Los Angeles, sources said an 
investigation headed by Assistant 
Attorney General Paul Vincent was 
attempting to determine how the 
Times obtained the pentagon report. 
The secret investigation was the

indication

complaints. 


The Los Angeles Times said its 
portion 
of

showed 
Secretary ot State Dean Rusk in 
August, 
1963. 
rejected

Rusk made the decision at a 
National Security Council session 
which he chaired in the absence of 
President Kennedy, the newspaper 
said.

Bailey called more than a dozen 
witnesses during the week-long pre- 
trial hearing in an effort to prove 
there was a conspiracy within the 
military to bring the 34-year-old 
Medina to trial.

Two dead 
so far 
in blast 
SYLMAR (UPI) — At least one 
miner survived a lightninglike flash 
explosion of natural gas today that 
killed two workers and possibly 15 
others deep in an underground 
tunnel of the state water project. 
The rescued miner was brought up 
an air shaft of the Metropolitan 
Water District project and taken to 
a 
local 
hospital 
after he 
had 
survived nearly 10 hours from the 
blast 400 feet beneath the earth's 
crust. 


The body ot one of the known dead 
was found by rescue workers when 
it derailed the electrical railway 
car four miles from the entrance of 
the aqueduct. 


A 
preliminary 
investigation 
showed the man was asphyxiated by 
extremely heavy smoke and dust 
caused by the explosion in the five- 
mile long tunnel in this suburb 15 
miles northwest of downtown Los 
Angeles. 


“ Those men will probably die of 
the smoke if they weren't killed by 
the explosion." said a police officer. 
Rescue 
attempts 
by 
firemen 
wearing gas masks were delayed 
because of heavy smoke and dust 
and extreme heat in the shaft. 
"Visibility is zero." a fireman at 
the shaft 
entrance said. 
Giant 
blowers were set up at the entrance 
to suck out the smoke and gas. 
Attempts 
were made at 
two 
entrances to the tunnel, the main 
one and an air vent about 60 feet 
across located two miles away. 
Authorities 
alerted 
Pacoima 
Lutheran Hospital after terming the 
explosion “ a major disaster. " 
Main rescue attempts were being 
made at the big air vent, or gate 
shaft. A large crane equipped with a 
birdcage like fixture lowered four 
rescue workers dow n 140 feet to the 
tunnel floor. After they discovered 
the body along the railway tracks 
they were driven back by the heat 
and smoke. 
A command post was set up at the 
entrances of the aqueduct. The 
tunnel is being constructed for the 
Metropolitan Water District as part 
of a multibillion-dollar California 
Water Project to bring water from 
Northern California to the south.

man

unconscious on busy Oxford 
Street. One was the prompt 
arrival of ambulancemen. 
The other was a bracelet he 
wore with a small disc 
inscribed "Medic Alert’' on 
one side.

If the 
drug had been injected for 
relief of pain—as it might 
well have been—he could 
have died. 


Since it reached Europe in 
1963 Medic Alert, a non­

NEW YORK (UPI >—At a 
time when the cop on the 
beat is under attack from 
many segments of society, 
about 200 residents of a 
predominantly 
Greek- 
American 
community 
in 
New York have shown they 
care—vehemently. 
When gunfire broke the 
silence 
of 
the pre-dawn 
hours Sunday, 
the 
word 
spread quickly through the 
Long Island City section of 
Queens that "a cop s been 
shot.” 
Neighborhood 
people, 
some in shirt sleeves and 
c a r r y in g 
Sunday 
newspapers. 
others 
returning from a late night 
on the town, ran towards the 
sound of the gunfire. 
When they reached the 
scene of the shooting, they 
saw 
patrolman 
William 
Beschel sprawled on the 
street with gunshot wounds 
in his back and ankle. 
The crowd turned angry, 
police said, and moved in on 
two suspects, a 60-year-old 
man Daniel Ransom, and 
his 6-foot-6, 250-pound son, 
Jan, both of Long Island 
City. 
They beat the two men to 
the ground 
before being 
subdued by police. 
Beschel. 22, who has been 
on the force for 24 years, 
had stopped the Ransoms 
car after he spotted the 
younger 
man 
driving 
erratically, police said. 
Approaching the vehicle 
on foot, Beschel asked the 
men to get out of the car. 
Police said Jan Ransom got 
out first and kicked Beschel 
in the groin, knocking him 
down and dislodging his 
service 
revolver 
Jan 
Ransom then fired six shots 
at the officer, police said, 
Two of the shots from his 
own gun 
hit 
the young 
policeman He was listed in 
fair condition at Elmhurst 
General Hospital today 
The elder Ransom, who

a heart attack after the 


incident and was listed in 
critical condition today at 
the same hospital.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Luxurious Terri Buck may have 
had more to do with the changing face of education at 
Notre Dame than anyone since granite Knute Rockne. 
When Terri Buck comes a-prancing onto the football 
field, long hair and short skirt caught in the wind, beating 
her pompons to the cheer, cheer for old Notre Dame, she 
would never be mistaken for Terry Hanratty. 
And next fall, senior Terri Buck becomes a full-fledged 
student at the University of Notre Dame, once the 
bastion and symbol of all that was hairy-chested about 
American higher education. 
For the past three years she has been a student at all­ 
female St. Mary’s College in South Bend, the so-called 
sister school to Notre Dame. Now. St. Mary’s is being 
absorbed by Notre Dame. 
Cheerleader Terri Ruck may have been directly re­ 
sponsible for this colossal coed reversal. She has the 
looks of Loren and. as it turns out. the influence of 
Montessori. 
1 guess it was felt that if they can accept a girl on 
the football field at Notre Dame, then it would be all 
right to have them in the classroom, too.” said Miss 
Buck at breakfast in a New York restaurant recently. 
It wasn’t an overmeht thing, to be sure. Only for the 
last two years have Notre Darners permitted a soprand 
to cheer on the field. Football as the world knows, is 
Notre Dame s most sacred instutution. Before this, the 
Fighting Irish die-hards believed that a woman’s place 
was in the stands, holding the flask. 
Miss Buck admits that she is not the sole influence for 
the educational upheaval at Notre Dame The times and 
ather Theodore Hesburgh. the liberal president of 
Notre Dame are mainly responsible. Unquestionably. 
Miss Buck did indeed become an admired figure by a 
large segment of the Notre Dame student body But there 
were still the Neanderthals. 
In one game she got struck on the leg by a thrown 
eqe. “Well.“ she said not taking it personally, “the game 
was getting a little boring, and some of the bovs just 
got a little rowdy.” 
She is as philosoDhical about her role as a cheerleader 
“t thine cheerleading is ridiculous.” she said. “I know 
that shaking a pompon and dancing around is no real 
accomplishment nothing to be proud of. And I don't 
expect a Nobel Prize for it. It’s corny. But I have a great 
time doing it, and I love it.” 
Miss Buck, a 5-8, 130-pound brunette, became interna­ 
tional femme fatale of sorts last year In one nationally 
televised game. Andy Sidaris. ABC-TV director for NCAA 
games, focused on her, well “more times than my wife 
thought I should have,” he said. Newspaper stories fol­ 
lowed So did a call from Screen Gems for a movie audi­ 
tion and an offer to do a television hair commercial 
(And when ABC executives lamented that next sea­ 
son’s TV game between Notre Dame and Michigan State, 
on Oct 2, will bump against the major leagues’ divisional 
baseball play-offs, ABC sports president Roone Arledge 
raised a knowing palm.

and flashers down deep. Even the bank anglers are doing a 
little better, in spite of quite a bit of weeds and most on the 
windward side of the lake,

Dr. Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—What are 
collagen diseases? Are they 
rare? Is there a cure or tem- 
p o r a r y b e n e f i t such as 
ACTH, Cortisone and Pred­ 
nisone? Is the disease al­ 
ways fatal? I have looked in 
a medical dictionary and 
could not locate it anywhere. 


Dear R e a d e r —The term 
collagen is used for a basic 
protein of the body. It is 
really the protein that makes 
gelatin. As you know from 
that statement, you can pro­ 
duce it by b o i l i n g meat, 
bones, tendons. In fact, the 
connective fibers that bind 
cells and muscle fibers to­ 
gether, tendons and linings 
of joints, all contain this ma­ 
terial. When something goes 
wrong with this material, it 
is called a collagen disease. 
The body seems to become 
allergic to its own collagen. 
There are a number of dis­ 
eases that fall in this cate­ 
gory. Some authorities think 
that the common disease, 
rheumatoid arthritis, is one 
of these diseases. It can be 
painful and crippling or it 
can run a short course and 
disappear by itself. Perhaps 
rheumatic fever belongs to 
this group, too. Some of the 
collagen diseases are more 
serious than others. 
The medicines you men­ 
tioned are all h o r m o n e s . 
A C T H ) adrenocorticotropic 
hormone) is from the pitui­ 
tary gland just under the 
brain. It stimulates the adre­ 
nal cortex to produce hor­ 
mones. The other hormones 
are from the adrenal gland 
All of these have been used 
in treating rheumatoid ar 
thritis and severe cases ol 
rheumatic i nvol ve ment ol 
the heart. These medicines 
are not, however, used in all 
cases. Arthritis p a t i e n t s 
often get dramatic improve­ 
ment at first.

War protests are nothing new 


The World's

NEW YORK— (NEA)—To 
protest a war in his time, 
Mark Twain once suggested 
that the A m e r i c a n flag 
should have “the stars re­ 
placed by skull and cross- 
bones.’’ 


Then when his patriotism 
was questioned he growled: 
“It would be an entirely dif­ 
ferent question if the coun­ 
try’s life was in danger, its 
existence at stake; then . . . 
we would all come forward 
and stand by the flag, and 
stop thinking about whether 
the n a t i o n was right or 
wrong. But when there is no 
question the nation is any 
way in danger, but only 
some little war away off, it 
may be that on the question 
of politics the nation is di­ 
vided, half-patriot and half­ 
traitors . . . 


This was Mark Twain, re­ 
member, not Mark Hatfield. 
It was 1901, not 1971. And 
U.S. troops were in the Phil- 
i p p i n e 
Insurrection, 
not 
Vietnam, Laos or Cambodia. 
So great is the grumble 
over S o u t h e a s t Asia that 
m a n y h i s t o r i a n s have 
numbly concluded the na­ 
tion is in a unique period— 
when p e o p l e march on 
Washington, when men re­ 
fuse c o n s c r i p t i o n , when 
some of the highest voices 
in the land cry peace. 
But as historians are in­ 
creasingly pointing out, the 
contemporary war protests 
are u n i q u e only in their 
duration and variety. Every 
war has had its detractors. 
Every A m e r i c a n war has 
had many; some in the same 
proportion as Vietnam. 
The squawking during ma­ 
jor c o n f l i c t s is generally 
well known. Riots against 
conscription during the Civil 
War resulted in hundreds 
dead or i n i u r e d on the 
streets of New York City. 
Later, just before World War 
I, 
when 
German U-boats 
were taking some 200 Ameri­ 
can lives. President Woodrow 
Wilson said only, “We must 
be neutral . . . we must put 
a curb on our sentiments.” 
And even in the face of Hit­ 
ler. Mussolini and Tojo dur­ 
ing the next big blowup, 
pacifism, draft dodging and 
goldbricking were elevated 
to high arts. 
Yet the largest protests in 
America have occurred dur­ 
ing the smallest wars Three 
in Darticular—the War of 
1812, the Mexican War, the 
Philippine Insurrection. A 
capsule history of protest 
during these combats has

been published in a fasci­ 
nating, yet obscure, book; 
“Dissent in Three American 
Wars” (Harvard University 
Press). 
The P h i l i p p i n e s fight, 
against 12,000 Filipino na­ 
tionalists (opposed to U.S. 
colonialism), was c l o s e l y 
parallel to Vietnam’s guer­ 
rilla warfare. And so, says 
historian Frank Freidel, was 
the resulting public outcry. 
Opponents of a U.S. annexa­ 
tion of the Philippines or­ 
ganized in Boston (in 1898) 
as the Ant i - I mpe r i a l i s t 
League, the parent body of 
n u m e r o u s other groups. 
Sympathizer Henry Adams 
said it for many; “Of course, 
we can t h r a s h the Philip­ 
pines (sic) and kill them by 
the hundred thousand, but it 
will cost . . . (an) indefinite 
loss of reputation.” 
Many Americans praised 
the enemy as a “gallant re- 
s i s t a n c e force.” News of 
U.S. atrocities sickened the 
nation. News censorship was 
hotly debated. But, as Frei­ 
del points out, the war ended 
because of victory, not pub­ 
lic concern. 
Dissent in the M e x i c a n 
War, writes another histo­ 
rian, Frederick Merk, ex­ 
ploded at the very time— 
May 13, 1846—that the for­ 
mal war was announced in 
Congress. Largely, the battle 
was over boundary disputes. 
Whigs in the East, South 
and West decried the decla­ 
ration. And journalist Horace 
Greeley wrote: “People of the 
U.S.! Your Rulers are pre­ 
cipitating you into a fathom­ 
less abyss of crime and ca-

lamity . . . Awake and arrest 
the work of butchery.” 
Yet again the protests were 
in vain; some 17,000 troops 
were killed in victory. 
For all the bickering and 
condemnation d u r i n g the 
wars of the 1890s and 1840s, 
though, it was in total only 
small potatoes as to what 
took place during the War 
of 1812. Historian Samuel 
Eliot Morison calls it the 
“most unpopular war this 
country has ever waged.” 
The declaration to war a 


second time with England 
passed only 74 to 49 in the 
House, 19 to 13 in the Sen­ 
ate. And what damp enthu­ 
siasm for the battle there 
was at first, says Morison, 
soon faded. 
The New England states 
continued to trade with the 
enemy until well into the 
fight. There were loud cries 
from several states for seces­ 
sion. War h a w k s w e r e 
hustled on the s t r e e t s of 
Boston. U.S. victories were 
greeted with jeers. A dele­ 
gation of state l e a d e r s 
m a r c h e d on Washington. 
And even when B r i t i s h 
troops had captured Wash­ 
ington, Maine tried to work 
out a separate peace treaty 
with the enemy. 
In the end, in 1812, as in 
1848 and 1901, the second 
war with England ended on 
the battlefield, not in the 
parlor, leaving the nation 
half patriot, half traitor. But 
as Mark Twain once put it, 
sometimes we Americans 
can’t “tell w h i c h f r o m 
which.”

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Makarios now oversees Cyprus truce 


Space 
Station 


A manned structure in per­ 
manent orbit aro un d the 
earth, long discussed by 
space scientists as a practi­ 
cal possibility, may be rap­ 
idly approaching realization. 
The Soviet launchings of a 
reportedly huge unmanned 
craft and a three-man cap­ 
sule for a subsequent ren­ 
dezvous were seen as steps 
in this direction. An orbiting 
station along with a space 
shuttle to service it are ma­ 
jor American projects to fol­ 
low the series of moon land­ 
ings. As envisaged independ­ 
ently by artists in both coun­ 
tries, the projected space 
stations show strong similar­ 
ities. The Soviet version, 
above, consists of tubular 
segments linked to a central 
core. The American concept, 
left, shown docked with the 
space shuttle, is designed on 
the same lines. 


NICOSIA, Cyprus—(NEA) 
—Almost 
anything 
could 
touch off civil war in Cyprus. 
A goat straying from Greek- 
Cypriot territory into one of 
Nicosia’s Turkish enclaves 
could do it. 


So could a Cypriot of either 
race who was foolish enough 
not to halt when challenged 
by a sentry from the other 
side. 


Only the presence on the 
island of a 3,000-strong 
United Nations peace-keep­ 
ing force, the largest of its 
kind in the world today, pre­ 
vents the nightmare of civil 
war from happening. The 
island’s other calming influ­ 
ence is Archbishop Makarios, 
president of Cyprus, who is 
on the side of the doves. 


His 
Beatitude 
definitely 
prefers “jaw-jaw” to “ war- 
war.” During the past two 
years 
Makarios 
has per­ 
suaded both sides to sit 
around the conference table 
and discuss amendments to 
the Cyprus c o n stitu tion 
which will safeguard the 
rights of the Turkish minor­ 
ity and give them represen­ 
tation in government. (Since 
1963 Turkish-Cypriots have 
not been represented in par­ 
liament, though they are 18 
per cent of the island’s pop­ 
ulation). 
I suggested to the arch­ 
bishop in an interview that 
these intercommunal talks 
now appear to have broken 
down, and that no useful pur­ 
pose will be served by con­ 
tinuing them. “ Not at all,” 
Makarios replies sharply. “ I 
myself am not very happy 
with the progress that has 
been made. But the very 
fact that both sides have 
agreed to discuss their dif­ 
ferences means that they are 
determined to reach a peace­ 
ful solution without resort to 
arms.” 
The archbishop is seated 
behind his desk in the presi­ 
dential palace. He is bare­ 
headed, and wears a cassock 
of a deep shade of blue. 
Without the black pillbox hat 
and black veil he appears 
much shorter than I had im­ 
agined him. 
The hat and veil have 
made His Beatitude the focal 
point of every group photo­ 
graph of British Common­ 
wealth prime ministers tak­ 
en in the past 10 years. As 
a scene stealer the arch­ 


bishop’s only rival is the

a church and a state, says 
both masters.”

I also asked the archbishop 
if he felt he was torpedoing 
the talks by raising in recent 
speeches the issue of “ Eno- 
sis,” the union with Greece 
that is the dream of every 
Greek-Cypriot and anathema 
to the Turkish population. 
President Makarios denies 
that there is anything new in 
the situation. “ Enosis has al­ 
ways been our national as­ 
piration,” he explains, “ but 
it does not depend on the will 
of the Greek people of Cy­ 
prus. 
‘It is a matter for Greece 
and Turkey to discuss, for 
Enosis is unattainable with­ 
out Turkey’s consent.”

way of narrowing his eyes 
suddenly, then opening them 
very wide.

His view of himself as

In this 
respect, he resembles the 
iate 
General 
Charles 
de 
Gaulle, who likewise believed 
that he had a divine mission 
to perform. The rise of both 
men f r o m obscurity has 
been equally spectacular. 


Archbishop Makarios was 
one of seven brothers whose 
father was a poor peasant in 


the region of Paphos. The 


future 
archbishop 
himself 
tended sheep until, at the 
age of 13, he was sent as a 
novice to Kykko monastery. 
Here his brilliance quickly 
singled him out for advance­ 
ment, and he was sent first 
to school in Nicosia, then to 
Athens University and, final­ 
ly, as a scholar of the World 
Council of Churches, to Bos­ 
ton University’s School of 
Theology. It was while study­ 
ing at Boston that he was 
named Bishop of Kitium. 
In 1950, at the age of 37, 
Makarios was elected Arch­ 
bishop of Cyprus. Cypriots 
elect 
th eir 
archbishops, 
which means that the prel­ 
ates are not only ethnarchs. 
or heads of the church, but 
political leaders as well. To 
Makarios fell the historic 
role of leading his people in 
their struggle for independ­ 
ence from the British, and 
becoming the first president 
of independent Cyprus in 
1960. 
Does he find it hard to 
combine the duties of both 
president and ethnarch? “ I 
do my best to satisfy both 
masters,” he says with a 
twinkle in his eye, “ but I ’m 
afraid I don’t always suc­ 
ceed.” 
Ordinarily his work day is 
a long one, his mornings be­ 
ing taken up with ecclesias­ 
tical matters at the arch­ 
bishopric. His afternoons are 
usually spent at the presi­ 
dential palace, a low, ramb­ 
ling, hacienda-type residence 
which was headquarters for 
the British when they ran 
Cyprus as a colony. 
The archbishop still has 
many friends in Boston dat­ 
ing from his student days 
there from 1946 to 1948. “ In 
1962 Boston University very 
kindly made me an honorary 
Doctor of Divinity,” he re­ 
marks. “ As my studies were 
cut short when I was made 
bishop I never did get my 
degree.” 


When Makarios stood for 
re-election as president in 
February 1968 he received 
95.45 per cent of the votes 
cast. Even the Communists 
pay lip service to him as the 
Cypriot bulwark against for­ 
eign imperialists. But de­ 
spite the public adulation the 
archbishop is still very much 
a loner. An American ob­ 
server sums it up thus: 
“ Everyone loves Makarios.

Medal series honors 
world's religions

THE FIRST TWO in a planned series of 25 religious medals feature the Methodist, 
above, and Roman Catholic churches.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 
two - Johnny - Benches - for-a- 
Bob - Gibson • and - a * Tom- 
Seaver school of backyard 
bartering is about to be 
joined bv something new; 
the two-\iartin-Luthers-for-a- 
Buddha ■ and - a - John • 
Wesley gambit. 
The new medium of ex­ 
change will be an ecumenical 
series of bronre. silver and 
gold-filled medals honoring 
25 of the world’s religions. 
Sculptor Ralph Menconi, 
who created President Rich­ 
ard Nixon’s inaugural med­ 
al, is designing the religious 
medals, which'will be issued 
over a two-year span. Each 
medal will be accompanied 
by a booklet explaining the 
religion. 
Dr. David Poling—a Pres­ 
byterian clergyman, former 
president of the Christian 
Herald Association and re­ 
ligion editor of Newspaper 
Enterprise Association—orig­ 
inated the project and will 
write all the booklets. 
He has organized an ad­ 
visory commission that in­ 
cludes Dr. Billy Graham, Dr. 
Norman Vincent Peale, the 
Rev. Fulton J. Sheen, David 
Ben-Gurion and U.S. Secre­ 
tary of Housing and Urban 
Development George Rom- 
ney (who is the consultant 
on the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints, usually 
known as the 
Mormon 
church). 
"The series joins art. edu­ 
cation and religion.” Poling 
says “ Too many adults and 
certainly too many young 
people are ignorant of their 
neighbor’s faith. This series 
encourages the investigation 
and appreciation of other 
religions.” 
The first two medals honor 
the United Methodist Church 
and the Roman Catholic 
Church, while others will be 
issued on most of the other 
Christian denominations, 
Judaism. Buddhism, Islam. 
Confucianism, Shintoism, 
and almost all the world’s 
other recognized religious 
groups

The project serves both the 
world’s religions, which are 
reaping the spiritual profits, 
and the Presidential Art 
Medal Company of Vandalia, 
Ohio, which is producing the 


medals, reaping the mone­ 
tary gains along with Men­ 
coni and Poling. 
Poling says the project has 
already yielded one dividend 
in the cooperation he has re­ 
ceived from religious figures 
all over the world. 
“ There were three reasons 


that something like this has 
never been done before,” he 
says. “ It was hard to get 
anyone to sit down to decide 
to do it, nobody would have 
been able to underwrite it 
and it would have been diffi­ 
cult to overcome rivalries if 
the project were started by 
a particular group.” 


The medals, he contends,

Cigarettes Sell Good, Like 
A Banned Product Should 


NEW YORK (NEA) 
It is not something the cigarette industry is ready to 
discuss, but the rumor has been circulated for posterity 
by some of the nation’s leading business journals. 
To wit: Despite the fact that cigarette advertising on 
television was suspended Jan. 4, many tobacco companies 
are registering record sales. 
The implications of this speculation are staggering 
enough to merit investigation. But where to investigate? 
Only one of the five major cigarette manufacturers con­ 
tacted offered confirmation on the rumor. And none at­ 
tempted to explain it. 
“ It’s true,” said a Phillip Morris executive. “ Sales are 
up. There is quite a bit of talk, but after only six weeks of 
sales reports, any kind of story on it would be a bit pre­ 
mature. ’ 
“ That’s right,” said a spokesman for American Brands, 
Inc. "It’s awfully early. Our sales information is quite 
confidential, so I ’m afraid we can’t comment on it.” 
And so it goes. “ The pipeline in this business is so-o-o 
long,” began an R. J. Reynolds representative. “ It takes 
at least three weeks to . . . but I will say this: 
“ When something is known, it could be very interest­ 
ing.” 
This may be the greatest understatement since Noah 
sniffed ana said, “ It smells like rain.” 
“ What all this means,” said an ABC television execu­ 
tive, “ is almost incomprehensible. Obviously, it means 
that people are buying cigarettes without the TV expo­ 
sure that is supposed to be so vital. But it goes deeper 
than that. 
“ The tobacco companies poured almost $200 million a 
year into TV advertising. You have to ask some serious 
questions about television as an advertising medium when 
someone can increase sales by not spending $200 million 
for it. 
"What it all comes down to, I guess, is that this could 
be the beginning of the end for commercial television. 
People have been predicting that cassette players will 
put us out of business in 10 years. If the rumor is true 
and if advertisers begin thinking that TV exposure doesn’t 
make that much difference, you can cut that figure an­ 
other five years.” 
Talk of this sort may also be premature, however. As 
mentioned, no one is sure yet of what is going on. 
“ Who cares?” confided one cigarette company execu­ 
tive "Baby, it's Gangbusters! Whatever we’re doing 
right, we’re going to keep doing it!” 
For the most part, the television industry takes a slight­ 
ly less enthusiastic attitude toward the whole thing. 
“ You have to remember that when England banned 
broadcasting advertising of cigarettes, sales were not af­ 
fected,” said Harvey Spiegel of Television Bureau and 
Advertising, Inc. "France has never allowed broadcast 
advertising and cigarette manufacturers had a record 
year in 1970. 
"The value of television advertising to the tobacco in­ 
dustry was to help introduce new products and to promote 
competition. Without television ads, we would never have 
developed much past king-sized cigarettes. Recessed fil­ 
ters and that sort of thing would never have happened. 
"Sure, the cigarette companies may be able to pocket a 
little money they save on advertising. If they outlawed 
enough products, we could do away with TV and we’d all 
go back to the dark ages. It was competition that stirred 
things up.” 
Meanwhile, a lot of the cash that tobacco companies 
previously invested in television time is going into news­ 
paper advertising. 
“ It’s a g ^ thing,” said a Post employe, smiling, “ that 
some people would rather switch than fight.”

Vote for destiny 


The root of the so-called Two Chinas” problem is the 
fact that Taiwain has too often been misidentified as one 
of the Chinas. 
China itself is not at issue, because it is quite clear who 
governs the 800 million people on the ( hinese mainland. 
The real 
issue is Taiwan, or Formosa, 
whose 
international legal status is yet to be settled. 
So argues Dr Lung-chu Chen, a research associate at 
Yale Law School and secretary for external affairs of 
World United Formosans for Indpendence. 
The 1951 Japanese peace treaty left Taiwan s legal 
status 
undetermined 
pending 
an 
international 
settlement, he points out. Japan renounced all her 
-rights, title and claim 
to Taiwan, but the treaty did 
not specify any beneficiary after half a century’ of 
Japanese rule, the sovereignty of Taiwan has not been 
transferred to China, either Nationalist or Communist. 
Taiwan and China are two separate political entities, 
says Chen. 
* For centuries the Formosan people have been living 
in an environment different from that of the Chinese and 
undergoing experiences distinctly Formosan. They have 
forged a distinct sense of identity and perspective in 
their quest to be masters of their own destiny. 
The Taiwanese people do not identify with the 
People's Republic of China, a foreign country with which 
they have never had contact ... Nor do the Taiwanese 
people identify with the Chiang Kai-shek regime. 
Betraying the trust of the Allied powers, the exiled 
Chiang regime has usurped the sovereign power of the 
people of Taiwan and illegally occupied the island. 
At present, the 12 million taiwanese. who comprise 85 
per cent of the island s population, are allowed only 
three per cent token representation in the congressional

bodies on Taiwan. They have been living under martial 
law for more than 20 years. 
The crux of the question of Chinese participation in the 
United Nations is whether or not Taiwan is or should be 
part of China, says Chen. He proposes that a plebiscite 
be held on Taiwan under U N. auspices. 
‘ Let the future of Taiwan be decided by the 14 million 
people in Taiwan <a population greater than two-thirds 
of the members countries of the U.N. i not by the 800 
million people in China. And let all parties concerned 
abide by the outcome of such a plebiscite.” 


As in the case of some 60 former colonial territories 
that have achieved independence since World War II. the 
principle of self-determination should be applied to 
Taiwan, argues Chen. 
Politically, he says, such a plebiscite would be 
practical and sound, because it would subject the 
assertions 
and 
assumptions of 
all claimants — 
Communist Chinese, Nationalist Chinese and Taiwanese 
— to verification in an impartial and peaceful procedure. 
Morally, such a solution would be just, because it 
would give true expression to human dignity and human 
rights. 


Unfortunately for Dr. Chen and his fellow Taiwanese, 
the world, as reflected in the United Nations, operates on 
a double standard in this matter of self-determination. 
It universally condemns the domination of brown 
people by whites, as witness the virtual disappearance in 
two decades of the European colonial empires built up 
over two centuries. 
But when it comes to the political or ideological 
domination of brown people by other brown people, the 
world convenientlv looks the other wav.

And. by speaking of 
hysteria, there is a gentleman who 
writes to the New York Times to 
chide it for not revealing the plans 
“ that already have been made by 
the Nixon Administration to be 
implemented in the spring of 1973. I 
suspect that the Times is not 
interested, 
concerned, 
or 
courageous enough to answer that 
question. 
You will deserve it, 
consequently, when federal troops 
shut down your newspaper one of 
these days.”

He is looking forward to being in 
our community again, but so are the 
Jacksons looking forward to the 
event
